In Purtuit of this, he en- 
deavours to run an Analogy between the Pill and 
ſeveral Lixivial Sulphurs of Anti mouy, which he 


| has tranſcrib'd from Diſpenſatories and Chmicallſſri- 
ters; ſuch as Hartman, Beguinus, Lemery and Wilſon, 


with ſome quaint Remarks upon Lockyer s Pill 
and Rrvfſel's Powder; by the help of which he 
very cleverly gets over four or five Pages: But 
I ſhall ſoon overtake him. IM 
He firſt inſtances the Kermes Mineralis in the 
French Diſpenſatory. After having got through 
the mighty Procefs, he remarks, © This Precipitate, 
'* which I have ſeen prepar'd (which any old Wo- 
man may prepare in her Buck-Tub) comes forth

Without troubling you, S1x, any farther with 


what he has borrowed from the above-cited Au- 
thors, I ſhall think it ſufficient to aſſure you, that 


the true Eſſential Sulphur of Antimony, or of any 
of the Metals, cannot be gain'd by any Lixive 


whatever; that there is no way of eliciting it but 


from the Antimony, or from the Metal per ſe, and 
that by Fire : That when it is regularly ſeparated, 


it is infinitely ſafer in its Effects, and of more 


general Uſe in Medicine, than any one Prepa- 


ration hitherto exhibited in our Diſpenſatories: 


That "tis only the Addition of the reſpective Salts 
in the Lixivium, that communicate the extraor- 


dinary Emetic Virtue; and, conſequently, that 


ſome Attention muſt be given to the correcting 
the Acrimony thus imparted. This may be done, 
and the Medicine conſiderably improved. 

This laſt Method, very likely, would better 
ſuit the Humour of our conſiderate Author, who 
you obſerve is averſe to all Tortures, but that of 
Ward's Pill, or the Preſs; eſpecially Torture by 
Fire, which I aſſure him is abſolutely neceſſary to 


the perfecting any Metalline Preparation for con- 
ſiderable Service in the Practice of Phyſic, and which 


Antimony as well as the Metals muſt undergo. 
I wonder how a Perſon of his Humanity can ad- 
miniſter any of the Tortur'd Mercurials without 
Reluctance, when he muſt know what Agony the 
poor Creatures muſt go through.

But before he comes to his Charge, he begs 


leave to open about Mr. Lockyer and Mr, Ruſſel, 
to prepare the Court for what follows. As to 
the latter, it ſeems there was another of this Name 
about fifty or ſixty Years ſince, who got a Pre- 
paration of Antimony like that of Mr. J/ard's, 
if not the fame, from an Qperator with Mr. Boyle, 


which he call'd his Panacæa, or Golden Sulphur of P. 6, 


Antimony, a famous Medicine. Ir happened that 
he, a Boy then, going often to the Doctor's Houſe 
as his Patient, ſharply eſpied a Black bringing 
ſome red Powder, which the Doctor formed into 
very ſmall Pills, Pills of the Bigneſs of large Pins 
Heads (well ſaid, old Boy!) which reſembled 


both in Bulk and Colour theſe of our new AÆſcu- 


lapius, Ay, that muſt be Mr. Ward certainly. 


It ſeems too the Poor were ſupplied with them 


gratis, through the Goodneſs of his Lady ; and 


they work'd upwards and downwards, but roughly, 


Well, what became of them? Why, truly they 
did not ſurvive his Neighbour the Doctor; bur

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through ſome fatal Accidents, like theſe of 
Mr. Ward's, were ſoon blaſted. Here it is! The 
Pills were like Mr. Ward's; if not the ſame, like 


theſe of Mr. Ward's, they ſurvived not the Author, 


but were ſoon blaſted. I did not think he would 


have made it out ſo well, ſince Mr. Ward is alive, 


and his Pill in high Repute. 
What became now of the true Doctor Ruſſel, 
for the other had been a Mountebank Ttinerant ? 


He, juſt in Favour to him, allows that his Me- 
_ dicine kept its Fame ſomewhat longer; and that 


it was in much Eſteem with ſome Midwives, as 
a Specific to forward Child-birth, but gradually 


declined for the ſame Cauſe, and is now in a 


manner loſt. | 
Here I muſt be very grave, becauſe theſe Ar- 


ticles call for a ſerious Regard. To recur to p. 4. 


he gives a Panacaa of Antimony prepared from 
the Capital Lees, from Wilſon, who obſerved this 


| Proceſs was usd as a Succedaneum to that | Pa- 


nacæa] which went formerly under the Name of 
Ruſſel's Powder. Now as the Confiderer has no 


where offer d to give the Proceſs of that Powder, 


and ſpecifies but one Property on its Behalf, I 
am neceſſarily indnc'd to believe that he is utterly 
ignorant of the Preparation, and conſequently of 
the Virtues and Uſes of that excellent Medicine, 


For, were he in the leaſt Degree acquainted with 


it, I am perſuaded he would have been far from 
putting Mr. Ward's Pill into Competition with it. 


But he has expreſly done it. I am able to prove 


that he has really done Mr. Ward's Medicine as 
much Honour, as poſſibly he could deſign it Diſ- 

grace. 1 RE 5 
This Pouder thus condemn'd, with Mr. Ward's 
Pill, by our learned Licentiate, is not perfected, 
but by an elaborate Preparation. The Anti mony 
| muſt

muſt be judiciouſly pick'd, and duly prepar'd for 
the Proceſs: Then it muſt ſuſtain the Torture, not 


only of Fire, but of Water too, and that in a State 


of Fuſion, which muſt infallibly ſubject it to a State 
of Tonitration, and then of Granulation; and, after 
all, ſeparated from its own Soul by ſtrong C ncuſſions, 
and repeated Ablutions. All this without any Me- 
dium in the World, to effect this Divorce, but Fire 
and Water. Terrible Torture indeed! Had the 
Confiderer ever ſeen this Proceſs, he would never 


have plum'd himſelf upon ſeeing the Mineral Ker- 


mes prepar'd, p. 2. or his exhibiting his Crude An- 
timony with Gum. Guaic. and a ſmall Draught of 
Bates's Simple Ad. Benedicta, p. 12. But to return. 


This Powder, tho I don't allow it, or any other 


Preparation, to be a Panacaa, is properly of ge- 


neral Uſe. Tis not only a Specific in the Caſe 
before noted, but in all Momens Caſes properly 
ſo diſtinguiſhed, whether Child-bed or Child- 


bearing Caſes, or not. *Tis ſpecifically potent 


in the Dropſy and Jaundice, Small Pox, and all 


Malignant Fevers, given by Half a Drachm at a 
Time, or a Scruple; ſometimes Morning and 
Night, ſometimes every four or ſix Hours. And 
when 'tis by Philoſophic Art reduced to a Doſe of 


gr. 11j- it is eminently ſerviceable in the Cure of 


Palſies, all nervous Diſorders, Scrophulous, and even 


| Cancerous Caſes. The laſt of which Dr. Coatſworth 


was an Eye-witneſs of, ſome Years ſince, upon 
a Lady in Charter- Houſe Square, who had an Ulcer 
in Utero, and that adjudged Cancerous. This never 
diſturbs the Stomach but in a Morning, and that 


only when Part of the morbific Matter is derived 


to it. Tis properly an Alterative, having no 
determinate Operation, or ſenſible, but gentle 


Tranſpiration. This I am far from offering as 


the Baſis of Mr, Ward's Pill; but produce it only 
| to 
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to prove that Medicines may be prepared from 


Antimony only, given in a very ſmall Doſe of one, 
two, or three Grains; yet ſafely and ſucceſsfully, 


and that in the moſt deplorable Caſes imaginable. 


Now let him tell me what Salis and Sulphur, he 


ſo wiſely talks of, p. 14. and elſewhere, want to be 


blunted in the Uſe of this Medicine. 
If ſuch a Medicine as this be in any Degree loſt, 
"tis fo far a Loſs to the Faculty of Pyyſic and diſ- 


_ eaſy Mortals; and notwithſtanding he ſays tis fo 
for the ſame Cauſe as the other Doctor Ruſſels 


Powder and Mr. Ward's Pill, that is, through 


ſome fatal Accident, it is gratis dictum; and I am 
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ready to ſubmit it to the Cenſure of the Preſident, 6 


or any Gentleman of the College of Phyſiciaus, who 
is not averſe to Tortures by Fire. 
But to come nearer Mr. Ward's Pill. The Con- 
ſiderer, at the End of his; Poſtſcript, p. 37. tenders 
you the Compoſition of the Pill and Drop, as re- 
ported to be communicated by the French King“ 
Phyfician ; the Original of it he hears being with 
that truly worthy Gentleman Dr. P——-:. 
Before I take ſtrict Notice of it, I ſhall obſerve 


that Tartar is an abſolute Corre&or of the Exor- 


bitances of the Salts and Sulphur in all Preparations, 
whether from Vegetables or Minerals. Scammony 
and Coloquintida are in themſelves very churliſh 
Purges ; yet if the Powders of them finely ſifted 
and fierc'd, be humected by Spirit of Wine duly 
prepar d with the volatil Salt of Tartar, they con- 
ſtitute a Purge ſafe to all Conſtitutions wherein 
Purging 1s neceflary, and yet brisk enough in 
their Operation to diſcharge virulent and dropſical 
Humours. | 3 
The Cortex, or Jeſuit's Bark, which (as he aſ-

ſequences, that Perſons who take much of the 
Powder have been ſubjected to; 14 out of 16 5 
after the Preparation being thrown upon the 
Dunghil, as poiſonous. Dr. Thomas Willis, in his 
Tra& of Fevers, has given us the Analyſis of this 
Bark, the Principles of which, as they lie in the 
Compages, he proves to be pernicious to human 
Bodies. He therefore propoſes the correcting or 
| ſeparating them by proper Mediums, and this, I 
have hinted, was applied and uſed with unenvied 


Applauſe, but gradually declined too, and is now | 


in a manner loſt, 

There is another Medicine almoſt drop'd into 
Diſuſe roo, and that is Tartarum Emeticum, which 
by ſome is accounted too ſmart a Vomit, but for 
what Reaſon I cannor conceive. It was much in 


vogue till the Radix Ipecacuanna obtained. The 


firſt Emetic, though prepared from ſo fierce an Aſ- 
ſailant as the Crocus Metallorum, is fo corrected by 
the Chryſtals of Tartar, that in moſt Caſes a gent- 


ler Vomit would be inſignificant. The uſe of the 


Root before-mentioned is as ineffectual in many 
_ Cafes, as very ſtrong Vomits are hurtful in others. 
Where the Peccant Matter reſides chiefly in the 
Prima Vis, or the Inteſtines, the Root, tho' aſſiſted 
with the Carduus DecoGtion, doth not contract 
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(16) 
powerfully enough to make the Stomach, the Viſ- 
cera or the Glands, diſcharge their ſeveral Con- 
tents. You will ſee but very little Ropy Phlegm, 
or Glutinous Foulneſs, eſpecially heavy yellow Cho- 
ler, evacuated by the taking theſe impotent Emetics, 
which generally render the Patient ſick, and de- 
prive him of his Liberty, to no manner of Pur- 
pole In moſt intermittent Fevers, the giving a 


brisk Vomit, if the Patient's Strength admit of it, 
is abſoſutely neceſſary, It is plain from the ſpor- 


zaneous Diſcharge of Choler, that generally attends 
the Acceſs of a Paroxyſm, or Fit of an Ague, or 


Intermittent Fever, that the Diſtemper chiefly ari- 
ſes from a Turgefcency, or overflowing of that 


Humour in the Choledeche Veſſels, fo called becauſe 
they receive the Choler. What then can more 


plainly indicate the Neceſſity of adminiſtring a 


Vomit (at that very time) powerful enough to ex- 
cite a general Contraction of the Viſera, for the 
thorough Diſcharge of this Choler ? I fay at the 
coming on of the Fit, or a little before "tis expected; 
for when all is over, the Humours /ub/ide again, 


and cannot be ſeparated without greater Difficulty. 


As to the Stomach, this Medicine is fo far from 
torturing it in the Operation, that it manifeſtly aſ- 
fiſts it in the Diſcharge of the Diſtemper, which 
is apparent from a Debility and Faintneſs the Pa- 
tients find after theſe involuntary, hard Reachings, 
far ſuperior to thoſe caus'd by deſigned Emetics. 


This Way I take to be a Radical Cure, ſince the 


very Eſſence of the Diſeaſe is exterminared the 
Body; and I am fully perſwaded, that two Vo- 
mits thus adminiſtred, would without the Help 
of the Bark, cure any Ouartan Inter mittent, which, 
iy all the Tztermittents, is the moſt difficult of 
Rode R 
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By the way, there is no Neceſſity, as the Cu- 


 fiderer pleads, of blunting the Salts of theſe Anti- 


monial Emetics by the Interpoſition of Broths. I 
ever found that the Uſe of the Bread-Water, 
that is, þoiling a Cruſt of Bread in three or four 
Pints of Spring- Water, then ſtrained, and driok- 
ing half a Pint of jt every Time it works, has 
fiiciently aſſiſted the Stomach in its Office, and 


conducted the Patient through the whole with 
Eaſe and Safety. _ 
Naw the Palliative Cure, which is only the bind- 


ing or damming up, as it were, the Choledoche Veſ- 


ſels with the Cortex, is not only a fallacious Me- 


thod, as the Diſtemper oftner returns than re- 
tires; but through the too long and frequent in- 
fiſting upon the Bark, a pernicious one too, eſpe- 


cially to the tender Sex, on whom it has been 
productive of innumerable Evils, ſuch as violent 


Head- Achs, Pleuri ſies, Tremblings, Palſies, and other 
Nervous Diſorders, conſequent to Reſtringents, fo 
unnatural and obſtinate, that no Medicine has 


been able to conquer them, not even Ward's Pill, 
had we not my Lord Chief Baron Reynold's Autho- 


rity for it. Surely every fair Man will judge Mr. 


Ward very ill treated, when his Pil, that has reſ- 


cued a young Woman, brought to the very Jaws 

of Death by the Inorance or Blunders of others, 

ſhall be added to the Catalogue of Poiſous. 
But to leave that for the preſent, I have made 


it appear, and can do ſo by as many Inſtances as 


will more than fill the Remainder of theſe Sheets, 


that Tartar, rightly prepared and proportionate- 
ly applied, is the proper Corrector of Aatimouy, 


that is, of all the moſt violent Preparations of it; 
and ſuppoſing that to be Mr. Ward's Medicine,

of Nitre as will diſſolve it. Diſtil it to Drineſs. 
The Mercury will remain in the Bottom of the Re- 
tort,” with the moſt fixed Part of the Nitre, in 
form of a Salt. | Weigh the Mercury, and orind | it 
with its equal Weight of Vitriol calcin'd to White- 
neſs, and as much decrepitated Salt. Put it into a 1 
Bolt Head, and ſublime. When your Sublima- 1 
tion is over, ſeparate and grind it with its Weight 14 
of Vitriol calcin 'd to Redneſs, and half as much 1 
decrepitated Salt, and ſublime a ſecond time. The 6 
Mercury will be in a Chryſtalline Form. This you FE 
muſt repeat with freſh Vitriol calcin'd to Rednefs, 1 
till you have ſublim'd it ſeven times. The eighth 15 
time grind and ſublime it alone. 1 

Take & 1. of this Sublimate, and 5 8. of Regu- 
lus of Autimony ; powder them and grind them well 
together. Diſtil off the Butter of Antimony in Sand RE 
by a Retort, after which the Mercury will come 
over very ſplendent; ſeparate it from the But- 
ter; waſh, dry, and ſtrain jt two or three times 
through Shammy Leather. 

The Mercury thus prepared may be given in all 
Caſes, with as much Safety as an equal Quantity [ik 
of white Bread.

courage it, or if any Ways detrimental, point 
out the Danger, or lay it wholly aſide : Nor, 
as I have been told, would he ſuffer any one of 
thoſe which go under the Name of his Re- 
ceipts (of which a Collection has been publiſh- 
ed ſince his Death) to go abroad, till it had 
the Approbation of one or other of the Fa, 
culty, to recommend it.” Then he infers, 

** If Mr. Ward had taken the ſame Method, 
he might doubtleſs have been the Author of 
much greater Good to his Country Men, by 
avoiding the Danger that will attend his Me- 
dicines, in this promiſcuous Diſtribution of 
them to all Sorts and Conditions of the Peo- 
ple, under whatever Temperament, as well 
as Diſtemper.” | 
Thus have I given you theſe labour d Paragraphs 
Word for Word, becauſe I wonld by no means 
deface their native Beauty, which I would not 
deſignedly have done, had I abridg'd them. 
How our Confiderer came by this Information, 
calls for no Enquiry here. Though I had not 
the Honour (being then too young) of conver- 
ſing with that truly great Chriſtian and Philoſo- 
pher, the Honourable RokkRT Boris, Eſq; whoſe 
Name [have a true Veneration for, yet my Father 
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enjoy d it, in Intimacy, for many Years. By his 


means I have ſeveral of Mr. Boyle's Receipts, 
that never were printed ; yet my Father was not 
of the College : Therefore it doth not ſeem to me 
probable, that he always, if ever, took this .

ments, which furely he would never have done, had 
he firſt committed them to the Scrutiny of ſome 
; | infallible Faculty- Man, To which I further add, 


that if it really had been fo, as he had been 
| told, his Example, who had a noble flute, as well 
| as Soul, and gave away his Receipts and Medi- 


cines there fore, is no Rule for one who has his 
Fortune to make by his Secrets. e 

Having thus ſtripp'd theſe Paragraphs of all 
| their Plauſibility and Authority, from the Exams 
| ple of Mr. Boyle, which, I ſay, a Man without a 
| plentiful Fortune cannor be expected to copy, I 
| can ſee nothing remaining in them, bur a Scam 
to procure the Receipt to the Cunfiderer, or fome 
of his Friends of the Faculty, For my Part, I 
| ſpeak plainly, as J have in my Cuſtody Receipts, 
that are no trifling ones, I ſhould nor chuſe to 
| leave them to any /iugle Perſon, or any Body of Men, 
that would monopolize (: hovgh [ have as great a 
Regard for the preſent College of Phyſicians as any 
Man) but to ſuch an Inſti:ution as the Infirma— 
ry, lately erected at Hide-Park Corner, upon the. 
Charity of well minded Perſons, where one might be 
morally certain, the Gift u ould apſwer the Intenrof 
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the Donor. Well, but from Mr. Boyle's Exam- 


ple, Mr. Ward is adviſed to put his Secret into 


the Hands of ſome learned and experienced Phyf. 


cian of his Acquaintance. It muſt be the Re- 


ceipt, for no Regular Phyſician will give a Medicine 
without knowing its Compoſition. Let but the Con- 
fiderer get acquainted with Mr. Ward, and the 
Thing is done; he being both learned and experi- 
enced ; or if he ſhould not think ſo, then he can 


get the Approbation of one or other of the Fa- 


culty, if he will but part with the Secret; other- 


wiſe he muſt take what follows, which 1 15 the ſe⸗ 


cond End I propos'd to ſpeak to; viz. 

2. A Proſecution for ad winiſtring Poiſons, and 
committing Homicides upon his Ma jeſty s liege Sub- 
jects, either from the College of Phyſicians, or from 


the ſupreme Power. 


While Mr. Ward is under a Sappoſirion of 
complying with the Expectation of his learned Ac- 


quaintance, he and his Medicine is treated in a 
gentle Manner. The Medicines are ſuppoſed 


only ſometimes to ſhock the whole nervous Syſtem, 
ſometimes to do as much good, as hurt at other 


times, and this favourably aſcrib'd to the Diſtri- 


bution of them to al Sorts and Conditions of 
People, under whatever Temperament or Diſtem- 
per. Not a Word of Poiſons yet. P. 26. He be- 
gins to open the Perſecution, "like old Biſhop Bon- 
ner, ſolemnly declaring to the World, Thar it 
is nothing elſe but his tender Concern for the 
People's Welfare, and the ſame Humanity Mr.

quitted, and afterwards wrote a learned Treatiſe

Nor is the giving of Medicines to the Sick and 
indigent without its preſent Advantages to an ho- 


neſt and induſtrious Phyſician ; for beſides the 
Promiſes of Remuneration that are entail'd up- 
on Charity in general, a Phyſician that treateth 


the Poor freely, may have the Opportunity of ob- 


ſerving great Variety of Diſeaſes, as well exter- 


nal as internal, as alſo the Power and Efficacy of 


his Remedies, beyond what he can in other Peo- 


ple, who are able to pay; few of theſe being to 


be obliged to that Order and Conſtancy in ta- 
king Medicines, which the others, by reaſon of 


their Poverty, more eaſily comply with. This, by 
Experience, I know to be true; having cured 
ſome indigent Perſons of great Diſeaſes, which 


1 ſhould hardly have ever been able to effect, in 


many that have Plenty of all Things, for the a- 


foreſaid Reaſon. 


I do not by all this intend, that ſuch Remedies 
as are venenous, violent, or uncertain in their Qua- 
lifications, ſhould be given to the pooreſt Man or 
Woman, merely for a Tryal of Skill ; for Ludere 
cum corio humano, I abhor. My Meaning is thus : 
A Phlyfician may have many Medicines, which by 
the Philoſophic Rules and Intentions, followed in 
the Modus preparandi, anc founded upon Nature, 
he knows to be free from any poiſonous or noxi- 


ous Quality, and to be more or leſs depurated and 


advanced towards Perfection, and yet may and 
muſt be ignorant of their Power and Efficacy in 


curing Diſeaſes, without frequent Adminiftration, 


and diligent Obſervation. As for Inftance: A 
Medicine of Antimony may have a true and natu- 
ral Preparation, inſomuch that it may effefually 
cure a Fever, Pleuriſy, Peripneumony, and other 


acute Diſtempers, and yet not have Power ſuffi- 
cient to cure a S)]. Dropſy, or any other Chro- 
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nic Diſeaſe. Yet the ſame Preparation, by Help 
of Art, may be ſo far advanced, as happily to 
cure both Dropſy and Scurvy : And when it is come 
Jo far, it may not be able to cure the Palſy, Epi- 
lepſy, or Apoplexy ; yet by an Artiſt of high At- 
tainment in the Hermetic Learning, it may alſo 
be further prepared and improved to that Power 
and Efficacy. 

Now it is only the Degrees of Power and Vir- 
tue, in which Medicines of a univerſal Tendency 
are ſtated, that, I ſay, may beſt be experienced 
by their Adminiſtration to the Poor, not denying 
but proper Specifics may alſo be uſed wich them, 
which the Phyſician will find to be much more 


effectual, than when adminiſtred alone; for alone 


(the Diſeaſe being miſtaken) Injury may be done 
by Specifics. Bur when under the Government of 
Univerſals, they are more quick or effectual in the 


curing thoſe Diſeaſes, or ſtrengthuing thoſe Parts of 
the Body for which they are Specifics. Under 
ſuc h Direction therefore, they can do no Injury, 


although the Phyſician ſhould err in the Know- 


ledge of the Nature or Seat of the Diſeaſe. How 


Univerſals are to be ſpecificated, to what Diſeaſe or 
Part of the Body the Phyſician pleaſeth, is, or 
ought to be, the chief Study of every Phyſician, 
who has truly at Heart the Welfare of Mankind. 
This is what I thought proper to add to the Pre- 
miſes, that I might in ſome Meaſure deliver Per- 
ſons of contracted Abilities from their Prejudices, 


which either their Education or the impoſition of de- 


ſigning Men have enſlaved them to. And nothing 
that I have offered is a Tranſcript from Books, or 
borrowed from the Proceſſes of Chymical Authors, 
who too frequently write, one after another, thoſe 


Things which they have never ſeen or done, where- 
by the World is fill'd with falſe Receipts, to the

great Scandal of the moſt excellent of Arts. What 


] have now committed to Paper, I have drawn 


from the Fountain of Experience, as I have al- 
ways prepared, with my own Hands, the Medi- 
cines I have generally uſed, with good Succeſs in 
the Neceſſities of the Sick.
